LEPC prepares for disaster 




Sees quality of 
life diminishing

Is city council only vacating 
streets and alleys for the State of 
Michigan, Wayne County, and 
Metro Airport? 

Or are private citizens also 
benefiting from the city vacating 
streets and alleys? There were 
three issues 'of vacating streets 
and alleys on the agenda at the 
August 27 city council hearing - 
two were requests by private citi¬ 
zens and the third from the State 
of Michigan. 

Two residents who recently 
wrote letters to city council re¬ 
questing that certain streets and 
alleys be vacated will have their 
concerns addressed and decided 
upon in September. The State of 
Michigan requested that council 
vacate Fhmum Road from Gamer 
going east to 1-94 - their request 
was granted. 

When resident, Charles Miller, 
questioned why council adhered 
to the states request, council indi¬ 
cated that this was land the state 
already owned. Miller, who lives 
on Saint Aloysius Street, thinks 
the citizens of this community 
have and will continue to experi¬ 
ence a reduction in their quality 
of life, as entire neighborhoods 
are swallowed up by the state and 
the county for commercial and in¬ 
dustrial expansion. 

Miller thinks there is no com¬ 
mercial/retail balance in this 
community - there are far more 
industrial and commercial busi¬ 
nesses in the community than re¬ 
tail Romulus doesn’t even have a 
grocery store - people shop for 
groceries in Taylor, Wayne and 
Van Buren Township. 

Miller, who retired from Gen¬ 
eral Motors after 35 years, has 
lived in this community since he 
was a baby and remembers when 
he used to ride his bike to the air¬ 
port and sit on the runway and 
watch the planes come in - no 
chance of that ever happening 
again. 

It’s not that Miller is opposed 
to expansion, he’s just frustrated 
that so many viable neighbor¬ 
hoods have been gobbled up in 
the name of progress, with little 
regard for the residents of the 
community He wants to see the 
administration restrict industrial 
growth and increase residential 
growth. 

The city’s current residential 
proposed construction list con¬ 
sists of the following: The Fair¬ 
ways at Gateway Subdivision, lo¬ 
cated on Van Bom Road, will 
have 363 single family residential 
homes, 92 fourplex units, 206 du¬ 
plex units, plus an 18 hole golf 
course; Huron Valley Condomini¬ 
um, located at Hannan and Barth 
Roads, will have 73 single family 
units; Pine Woods Village, located 
on Van Bom Road, will have 144 
units; The Farms, located on 
Cogswell, will have 44 single fami¬ 
ly residential homes; The Com¬ 
mons, located on Hannan Road, 
will have 87 single family homes; 
Creekside Development, will 
have 99 single family homes; The 
Coves, located on Ozga Road, will 
have 21 single family homes; The 
Highlands of Romulus, located 
north of Pennsylvania, will have 
209 single family lots, 150 town- 
houses, 72 cluster single family at¬ 
tached units, an 18,000 S.F retail 
center and a 6,000 S.F day care 
center; The Crossing, located on 
Wick, will have 27 single family 
units; and The Commons 2, locat¬ 
ed on Hannan, will have 92 new 
single family residences.

The Local Emergency Plan¬ 
ning Committee is mandated by 
the Emergency Planning and 
Community Right-to-Know Act of 
1986, better known as the Super¬ 
fund Amendments and Reautho¬ 
rization Act (SARA). 

Under this act, the law requires 
that state and local communities 
take responsibility for gathering 
and disseminating information 
about hazardous chemicals manu¬ 
factured, used or stored at facili¬ 
ties in their community. These 
committees are also responsible 
for developing emergency re¬ 
sponse plans for facilities that 
have extremely hazardous chemi¬ 
cals in the quantities that are 
identified under the law. 

Congress passed this act after 
hundreds of people died in a haz¬ 
ardous chemical spill in Bhopal, 
India, in 1984 

Romulus started its Local 
Emergency Planning Committee 
in 1987 and has representatives 
from the mayor’s office, police 
and fire departments, hospitals, 
schools, the media, citizens, and 
businesses with extremely haz¬ 
ardous chemicals on their premis¬ 
es. 

The LEPC is coordinated by 
the emergency management team 
and meets quarterly, every third 
Wednesday, at 1:30 p.m., at the Ro¬ 
mulus City Hall. The meeting is 
open to the public. 

The LEPC held its second 
quarterly meeting on Wednesday, 
August 8. The meeting was 
chaired by Commander Eric 
Painter, Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment Present at the meeting were 
Margaret A. Leduc, Emergency 
Management Coordinator; David 
Allison, Fire Chief/Fire Marshall; 
Donald Morris, Supervisor, Main¬ 
tenance and Operations, Romulus 
Community Schools; Marlene 
Bandy, General Motors Power 
Training, Romulus Engineering 
Plant; and Curt Irish, Planning 
Analyst, Michigan Department of 
State Police. 


The City of Romulus is 
sponsoring a 
functional exercise on 
September 30 that 
will involve the schools 
and the city. 


According to Margaret Leduc, 
LEPC Coordinator, one of the ma¬ 
jor objectives of the LEPC is to 
cross-train the police and fire de¬ 
partments. Police are trained to 
view emergencies from an evi¬ 
dence perspective, while firemen 
have a rescue perspective. 

While cross-training is impor¬ 
tant, each department is expected 
to engage its staff in relevant 
mock exercises and appropriate 
pre-active training. Below is a syn¬ 
opsis of the some of the activities 
and emergency planning proce¬ 
dures being developed by the po¬ 
lice and fire departments. 

Police Department - Ex. Lt Er¬ 
ic Painter reported that the police 
department recently sent a SWAT 
team to Colorado for an intensive 
4-day training session on how to 
prevent violence in the schools. 
Painter indicated that the police 
department has already taken a 
proactive approach by placing of¬ 
ficers in all the middle and high 
schools, as well as the alternative 
school. The DARE, program is in 
the elementary schools. 

The department applied for 
and received federal monies to 
create a community service divi¬ 
sion and place 14 officers at vari¬ 
ous mini-stations throughout the 
community These officers speak 
at various community functions. 

Painter also reported that he is 
working with Ameritech and Me¬ 
dia One to trying to resolve the 
problems he has encountered 
with the override cable program 
that would allow the department 


to make emergency announce¬ 
ments. He has been given a phone 
number and code, but so far has 
not had successful connection. 

Fire Department - Fire 
Chief/Fire Marshall David Allison 
reported the fire department sent 
7 personnel to receive the 240- 
hour Fire I and Fire II certifica¬ 
tion training. 

The fire department has sched¬ 
uled a series of mock exercises to 
take place on August 18, to learn 
different techniques in dealing 
with survival life flights; identify¬ 
ing and assisting the worse victims 
in mass casualties; and how to 
preserve crime scenes. The Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan will fly in one 
of its helicopters to be used for the 
landing zone class. 

Emergency Management Coor¬ 
dinator - Margaret Leduc report¬ 
ed that Romulus has no Leaking 
Underground Storage Tanks 
(LUST). The tanks have been gone 
for several years. 

Leduc reported that she at¬ 
tended a 2 1/2 day terrorism con¬ 
ference in East Lansing that fo¬ 
cused on biological and chemical 
warfare. Leduc also attended and 
participated in ten emergency ex¬ 
ercises sponsored by the City of 
Detroit and General Motors at the 
Detroit Renaissance Center. 
There was a mock bomb explo¬ 
sion that involved security, the fire 
and police departments; as well 
as a mock triage exercise. 

The City of Romulus is spon¬ 
soring a functional exercise on 
September 30 that will involve the 
schools and the city. 

Michigan Department of State 
Police - Curt Irish reported that he 
serves as the planning contact for 
LEPC’s. He indicated that he 
could make available to the com¬ 
mittee two videos on emergency 
chemical spills that were pro¬ 
duced by Kent County; one video 
was designed for an adult audi¬ 
ence, the second was designed for 
children. Irish also informed the 
committee could contact Susan 
Parker, with the DEQ, to request a 
copy of the DEQ’s 20-minute video 
on emergency planning.

Wayne County Sheriff honors 2 hometown heroes 


Wayne County Sheriff Robert 
Ficano and Undersheriff Donald 
Watts made a special trip for a 
special reason to the City of 
Wayne last week. They visited City 
Hall where they presented Life¬ 
saving Commendations to Ronald 
E. Gutowski and his wife. 

The reason for the top law en¬ 
forcement officials' special trip 


and meeting was the heroic effort 
on the part of Gutowski, who along 
with his wife and sheriffs 
deputies and Livonia police and 
fire fighters were able to save two 
children from drowning in Lake 
Newburgh. 

The lake is located in the 
Wayne County parks system in the 
City of Livonia 


According to a press release 
from the county, "on July 30, 2001, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ronald E. Gutowski 
were traveling along Hines Drive 
near Newburgh Lake when they 
noticed a capsized canoe with 
three people clinging to the over¬ 
turned vessel. 

"Realizing they were founder¬ 
ing and in extreme danger of go¬ 


ing under they took it upon them¬ 
selves to notify authorities and at¬ 
tempt to rescue them. 

"What Mr. Gutowski did from 
then on certainly averted a disas¬ 
ter and resulted in the saving of 
the lives of the 13-year-old and 
eight-year old children who were 
the victims of this boating mishap." 

In making the presentation to 


Mr and Mrs. Gutowski, Sheriff Fi¬ 
cano noted that he was truly hon¬ 
ored to do so. 

'What was accomplished by Mr. 
Gutowski and his wife is not only 
heroic in nature and resulted in 
two young children's lives being 
saved, but is exemplary of the kind 
of relationship between citizens 
and the police and fire units that 


serve and protect them, that bene¬ 
fits all of us in Wayne County." 

Ficano concluded that he and 
the Undersheriff felt that it was 
necessary and appropriate for 
them to travel "to Mr. Gutowski's 
hometown of Wayne to offer this 
recognition on behalf of all the 
people in Wayne County and are 
honored to do so."

Animal shelter mystery deepens 


For an animal lover, a trip 
through the Romulus animal shel¬ 
ter can be a traumatic experience. 
In the clean, well kept but Spartan 
atmosphere of rows of cages; kit¬ 
tens, puppies as well as full-grown 
dogs and cats seem to be pleading, 
"please take me home with you." 

And more often than not, the 
forlorn animals eventually are 
adopted. Those in failing health or 
clearly not suitable for adoption 
are painlessly euthanized. 

Over the last several years, 
there have been efforts by citizens 
and some city officials to encour¬ 
age adoptions and improve the 
conditions for the animals await¬ 
ing adoption. 

In many of the televised city 
council meetings, Councilman Bill 
Wadsworth reminds the viewers 
of the animals at the shelter 
yearning for a new home. During 
the negotiations with the county 
for a new DPW building, 
Wadsworth pushed for inclusion 
of an enlarged and improved shel¬ 
ter, either within the building or a 
separate building on the same 
property. The current shelter 



shares occupancy with EMS ser¬ 
vice housing an ambulance. 

Several years ago, a resident 
approached the city about form¬ 
ing a "Friends of the Animal Shel¬ 
ter" organization (similar to a 
Friends of the Library group) to 
provide niceties over and above 
that furnished by the city She was 
told that couldn’t be done because 
of one sentence in the ordinance 
establishing the shelter The provi¬ 
sion says all funds for the shelter 
must come from the city’s general 
fund. 

Several times this writer has 
requested the ordinance be 
amended to strike that sentence. 
To date, no action has been taken 
by the mayor or the council. Elimi¬ 
nation of the restriction would not 
automatically create such a sup-

port group. Negotiations with the 
city would still have to take place. 

More recently another Romu¬ 
lus resident appeared before the 
council to urge the city to modern¬ 
ize and improve the shelter She 
had visited numerous shelters n 
the area and found the Romulus 
facility suffered by comparison. 
No action has been taken on her 
request 

If the failure of the mayor and 
council to act to improve the shel¬ 
ter is due to budget constraints, 
the apparent refusal to remove 
the obstacle in the ordinance (so 
residents can provide additional 
support) is even more puzzling. 

Animal lovers would like to 
know where individual city offi¬ 
cials stand on this issue. Perhaps 
a start would be for one of the 
council members to introduce a 
resolution calling on the city attor¬ 
ney to prepare an ordinance 
amendment to eliminate the gen¬ 
eral fund requirement Then each 
council member would have the 
opportunity to show exactly 
where he or she stands.

Soundbusters coming to residents’ rescue

The Wayne County Commission 
is taking direct action in response 
to resident complaints and a re¬ 
cent federal audit of the Detroit 
Metro Airport Noise Mitigation 
Program. 

The nine-year-old initiative 
sponsored by the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) About 80 
percent of the funding for the pro¬ 
gram come from Washington D.C. 
The Inspector General’s Office of 
the U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation has charged that the pro¬ 
gram suffered from mismanage¬ 
ment, inflated costs and lengthy 
delays. 

The program's purpose is sim¬ 
ple: to help homeowners who live 
near the airport with relocation, or 
to help reduce the level of plane 
noise that can enter an existing 
home. A second phase of the pro¬ 
gram, involving sound insulating 
homes, began two years ago. 

Sound-insulating work general¬ 
ly consists of replacing windows 
and doors and providing insula¬ 
tion in exterior doors. Central air 
is also installed so residents do not 


have to open their windows in the 
summer. New aluminum siding 
placed over insulation on the out¬ 
er walls is also available. 

Unfortunately, far too many 
area residents have not benefited 
from the work 

To face the concerns of the fed¬ 
eral government and area resi¬ 
dents, the Wayne County Commis¬ 
sion formed the Task Force on 
Noise Mitigation. The task force, 
which is chaired by Commissioner 
Edward A Boike, has been meet¬ 
ing since January, in order to eval¬ 
uate how the program has been 
run in the past, and more impor¬ 
tant, how deficiencies can be cor¬ 
rected. Commissioner John J. Sul¬ 
livan is the task force's vice chair. 
Commissioner Phillip Cavanaugh, 
who represents part of Detroit’s far 
west side, also serves on the task 
force. It is now using information 
from the in order to compile a new 
program structure. Information 
from homeowners has also proved 
invaluable. 

Here are two major findings 
from the federal audit: 

- A total of $54 million was spent 
on the program between 1992 and 
2000, with 80 percent coming from 


the Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion. 

- About 2,500 homes and schools 
in parts of Romulus, Huron Town¬ 
ship and Taylor are eligible for the 
program. Only about one-fifth of 
those are completed. 

The task force has been on the 
case. Commissioner Boike, who 
represents Taylor, Flat Rock, Tren¬ 
ton, Woodhaven and Brownstown, 
this month, released the results of 
a task force survey of 1,700 resi¬ 
dents in the soundproofing area. 
Of the 1,350 questionnaires re¬ 
turned, 420 were critical and 48 
were more upbeat, he said. 

Commissioner Sullivan, who 
represents several communities in 
western Wayne County including 
Belleville, Wayne, Canton Twp. 
and Romulus, believes that the 
County Commission should play a 
stronger role in oversight 

"The people are going to hold 
Wayne County responsible regard¬ 
less of how many companies they 
hire,” according to his recent news 
release. 

Scott Roberts, sound insulation 
program manager, told the Detroit 
News earlier this month that the 
McNamara administration dis¬ 


putes some of the amounts that 
subcontractors claim they are 
owed. He also pointed that the 
program is improving but "there's 
no doubt that there have been 
problems.” 

Lester Robinson, airport direc¬ 
tor, says he is confident that the 
funding from the FAA will be re¬ 
stored. Robinson, who was ap¬ 
pointed to the position last spring, 
has developed a great reputation 
for being a straight shooter and a 
problem solver I am confident that 
he will answer all questions of the 
federal government and area resi¬ 
dents. 

The County Commission's role 
in this process, as with all county 
departments and agencies, is one 
of oversight We will continue to 
address the concerns detailed in 
the federal audit as well as our 
task force findings. Area residents 
have my word that the Wayne 
County Commission will do what¬ 
ever is appropriate and necessary 
to see that the noise mitigation 
program not only runs smoothly 
but also provides the assistance 
that is expected.

divorce lawyer - didn’t, continuing 
an issueless campaign. 

In a perfect world, all candi¬ 
dates would have enough integrity 
to commit themselves to future ac¬ 
tions in elective office.

Price said that he would nego¬ 
tiate a "fairer rate" for Westland, 
which pays five times as much for 
waste disposal as most communi¬ 
ties. 

LeBlanc was the one who had 
suggested hiring one of the many 
legal firms who have broken simi¬ 
lar contracts to look into breaking 
or significantly renegotiating 
Westland's contract 

Given the tens of millions of 
dollars that could be saved by end¬ 
ing the incineration contract, the 
tens of millions of dollars that oth¬ 
er communities have sayed by 
breaking their incineration con¬ 
tracts, LeBlanc believes that it 
would be worth a small legal fee 
to get a legal opinion - after all, 
the city gets them all the time. 

The candidates also differ on 
employee perks, specifically city 
employees’ private use of city cars 
and gasolene. 

LeBlanc promises to limit both, 
especially giving cars to city work¬ 
ers outside of contract negotia¬ 
tions. "I plan to eliminate dozens 
of cars," LeBlanc said. The move 
could save hundreds of thousands 

of dollars a year, allowing the city 
to hire additional police officers 
or firefighters. Price defends the 
present policy as necessary, im¬ 
proving police services and keep¬ 
ing good officers and other em¬ 
ployees content with their jobs. 

Myself, I do not live or vote in 
Westland. In this column, I am on¬ 
ly trying to share opinions based 
on 10 years of experience cover¬ 
ing about 10 local governments. 
What is best for me may not be 
best for you. 

My preference would be to see

Trial not Ebook-borrower's decision 


To the editor: 

I would like the opportunity to 
respond to Mr. Burchill’s com¬ 
ments regarding my prosecution 
for library theft, that appeared in 
the August 23,2001 Eagle. 

First Mr Burchill states I did 
not want to plead guilty and 
wanted to proceed to trial. The 
fact that I did not want to plead 
guilty is true. I'm not sure why, in 
Mr. Burchill’s mind, a person 
should plead guilty to a charge he 
didnt commit, but I was not will¬ 
ing to do so and never will be. I 
think this speaks to the bully tac¬ 
tics Mr Burchill and the prosecu¬ 
tor use in cases such as these. 

Secondly I did not want to pro¬ 
ceed to trial. Since I became 
aware that this issue had not 
been resolved, through my Bank¬ 
ruptcy Proceedings, I have made 
numerous attempts and offers to 
Mr. Burchill, Mr. Plakas and Mr. 
McConnell, to repay the amount 
of $56.15, to resolve this matter, 
even though according to Mr. 
Burchill my account balance is 
currently $20.15, which is the re¬ 
placement value of the book. Ad¬ 
ditionally, during my phone con¬ 


versation with Mr. McConnell , 
prior to my arraignment, I of¬ 
fered to pay any court costs that 
had been incurred, up to that 
point I advised him that I recog¬ 
nize I may be monetarily respon¬ 
sible for this book, however I did 
not take it from the library. Later 
in my letter to Mr. McConnell, I 
even went to the extreme of offer¬ 
ing to make use of the Westland 
Police Department's polygraph 
machine and answer any and all 
questions regarding this matter. 

Mr. Burchill's question of why I 
did not contact the library, or no 
mail was returned. Tm not even 
sure this question deserves a re¬ 
sponse given the fact I have ex¬ 
plained this to Mr. Burchill more 
than once in writing and at pre¬ 
trial and the facts speak for them¬ 
selves. I did not receive the first 
two notices Mr. Burchill says 
were sent to me by mail. I was 
staying with friends and family as 
much as possible during the time 
period Mr. Burchill states these 
notices were sent All of which 
can be documented and testified 
to. I still received mail at my resi¬ 
dence, at least what my ex-girl¬ 


friend wanted me to receive. I 
did not change my mailing ad¬ 
dress. This is my house. I contin¬ 
ued to be responsible for utilities 
and the mortgage payments. Ad¬ 
ditionally, I have recently found 
out, from my mail carrier, that my 
ex-girlfriend would occasionally 
track her down in our neighbor¬ 
hood to get the mail before it 
reached my mailbox. I would as¬ 
sume these were the times when 
I was at home. 

Given the facts, what in the 
world gives Mr. Burchill the idea 
that this mail would have been 
returned to him. Also, I did re¬ 
spond to the very first notice I re¬ 
ceived regarding this matter, and 
all others after that, by turning 
them over to my Bankruptcy at¬ 
torney, which contacted the li¬ 
brary by way of Bankruptcy pa¬ 
perwork, which Mr. Burchill ac¬ 
knowledges he received. I never 
contacted them directly because 
I was represented by an attorney 
in the matter, that assured me 
this would be resolved. I'm sure 
Mr. Burchill is aware of the fact 
that when you are represented by 
an attorney you are not suppose 


to speak with the other parties in¬ 
volved directly. Mr. Burchill, I 
would like to turn your question 
around and ask you, why you did¬ 
n't contact my attorney or the 
bankruptcy court and advise 
them of your position regarding 
this issue, and that this would not 
be resolved through bankruptcy? 

Everything I have explained to 
Mr. Burchill, the Westland Prose¬ 
cutors office and in my numerous 
letters can be documented. 
Everything. At no time have I 
asked them to just take me at my 
word. It’s unfortunate that Mr. 
Burchill and the Westland Prose¬ 
cutor have not taken the time to 
review the facts and supporting 
documentation. 

In my opinion Mr. Burchill, 
you chose to bring this matter to 
trial, not me. You continue to 
cause the citizens of Westland, -as 
well as myself, to incur more 
costs with these legal proceed¬ 
ings, when I have been willing, 
since the date I became aware 
this matter was not resolved, to 
reimburse the library as well as 
the court. I'm sorry I will not 
plead guilty to theft, to satisfy 


whatever you are trying to ac¬ 
complish. 

The one Council Member, who 
took the time to respond to me re¬ 
garding this matter, informed me 
that he would be requesting that 
the Westland City Council revise 
the library code to build in more 
flexibility in situations such as 
mine. That may, not be a bad 
idea, however I believe until that 
time, the ordinance currently in 
effect must be enforced in the 
proper manner. The flexibility is 
there if the people in charge with 
enforcing it are willing to use it 
To my knowledge, charges can be 
dropped at any time, either by 
the prosecutor or the person 
making the charges. I would be 
curious to know if Sandra Wilson 
approves of how these cases are 
handled. It's not just my case, as I 
have witnessed for myself first 
hand in Judge McKnight's court¬ 
room. 

I think the facts speak for 
themselves. Somebody has an ul¬ 
terior motive other than recoup¬ 
ing the costs for the library and 
making sure justice is served. 
Whether that's Mr. Burchill or the 


Westland Prosecutors Office, I 
don't know and can only specu¬ 
late as to what that motive might 
be. 

The one council member IVe 
been able to discuss this matter 
with also stated that the Prosecu¬ 
tors Office informed him that in 
their opinion Mr. Burchill is very 
"aggressive” in these matters. I’m 
sure the intelligent citizens of 
Westland can interpret what the 
Prosecutors office meant when 
using the term "aggressive." 

I may have been right, the 
court appointed attorney that I 
overheard at my pretrial, may not 
be the only officer of the court 
that feels these proceedings can 
sometimes be excessive, and a 
waste of the courts time. Quite 
possibly, at Mr. Burchill's persis¬ 
tence.

ORDINANCE NO. 01-246 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 37, SECTION 37-3, 
EMERGENCY WATER CONSERVATION, TO PROVIDE 
FOR DECLARING A WATER SUPPLY EMERGENCY AND 
TO PROVIDE FOR ODD-EVEN WATERING DAYS OR FOR 
TOTAL PROHIBITION ON OUTDOOR WATERING. 

The City of Romulus hereby ordains: 

Section 1. Chapter 37, Section 37-3 is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

a. Determination of water supply emergency. A water 
supply emergency shall be deemed to exist whenever 
the Director of the Department of Public Works finds 
on the basis of drought conditions, depletion of water 
supply, reduction in water pressure or other reasons 
that there is a threat of loss of water supply to the 
community or a portion of the community, and causes 
a declaration of such water supply emergency to be 
publicly announced by broadcast from a radio or tele¬ 
vision station with a normal operating range covering 
the city. A water emergency may be declared when 
the Director of the Department of Public Works 
receives notification from the Detroit Water and 
Sewage Department in conjunction with the Water 
and Radiological Protection Division of the State 
Department of Environmental Quality that the supply 
or pressure demand for water cannot be accommodat¬ 
ed and general welfare is likely to be endangered. 

b. A declaration of water emergency shall by its express 
terms prohibit 

1. The watering of lawns and landscaping and all 
outdoor water use except on an alternate day 
basis, permitting such use solely on even-num¬ 
bered days for property with an even-numbered 
address and on odd-numbered days for property 
with an odd-numbered address; or 

2. All watering , of lawns and landscaping and all 
outdoor water use, when a prohibition under sub¬ 
part (b)(1) is deemed not sufficient. 

c. It shall be unlawful for any person to utilize water 
from the City of Romulus Water Supply System for 
the purpose of watering of lawns or landscaping 
except on an alternate day basis. An alternate day 
basis of watering permits the watering of lawns and 
landscaping on even-numbered days for property 
with an even-numbered street address and on odd- 
numbered days for property within an odd-numbered 
street address when a water emergency has been 
declared as provided in this Section. The Director of 
the Department of Public Works may, upon request, 
provide exceptions to the above restriction in the case 
of new lawn or landscaping installations, or where 
necessary to prevent imminent financial loss to the 
water user. This shall not be deemed to prohibit the 
recreational use of sprinklers by children. 

d. It shall be unlawful for any person to utilize water 
from the City water supply system for any type of 
outdoor use, in contravention of a declared water sup¬ 
ply emergency, other than responding to a fire emer¬ 
gency. The prohibition shall remain in effect twenty- 
four (24) hours per day, seven (7) days per week until 
the water supply emergency is declared ended by the 
Director of the Department of Public Works. The 
Director of the Department of Public Works may pro¬ 
vide exceptions to the prohibition of this section 
where necessary to prevent imminent financial loss to 
a water user. 

e. The Director of the Department of Public Works shall 
cause such declaration to be posted at the City Hall 
and be publicly announced by broadcast from a radio 
or television station with a normal operating range 


covering the City, and may cause the declaration to 
be further announced in newspapers of general circu¬ 
lation within the City when feasible. 

f. The Director of the Department of Public Works shall 
make or cause to be made a record of each time and 
date when any declaration is announced to the public 
in accordance with this Section. 

g. A water supply emergency shall be deemed to exit 
irrespective of whether broadcast notification is pro¬ 
vided under subsection (e), to persons otherwise pro¬ 
vided with direct notice of such a water supply emer¬ 
gency. 

h. A person who violates subsection (c) or (d) is respon¬ 
sible for a civil infraction. For a first violation a per¬ 
son shall be liable for a civil fine of not more than 
Ten Dollars ($10.00). For a second or subsequent vio¬ 
lation a person shall be liable for a civil fine of not 
more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). Such 
civil infractions shall be processed in accordance 
with the procedures set forth in Sections 741 to 750 
of 1949 P.A. 300, as amended. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the 
Code hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or pro¬ 
ceeding pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights 
acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action 
acquired or existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by 
this Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any 
character be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance.

ing the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or 
portions of this Ordinance,

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 20, ARTICLE 
VII, DIVISION 2, ENTITLED "WEAPONS" OF THE 
ROMULUS CITY CODE BY ADDING A NEW SEC¬ 
TIONS 20-230-232 TO PROHIBIT THE CARRYING OF 
A CONCEALED WEAPON WHILE A PERSON IS 
UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF ALCOHOL OR CON¬ 
TROLLED SUBSTANCES, TO NOTIFY AN OFFICER 
OF POSSESSION AND TO PROHIBIT CARRYING OF 
A CONCEALED WEAPON IN CERTAIN LOCATIONS. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHI¬ 
GAN ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Chapter 20, Article VI1, Division 2, entitled "Weapons" 
Romulus City Code shall be amended by adding new Sections 20- 
230-232 to prohibit the carrying of a concealed weapon while a per¬ 
son is under the influence of alcohol, to notify an officer of posses¬ 
sion, and to prohibit carrying of a concealed weapon in certain loca¬ 
tions, which shall read as follows: 

Sec. 20-230. CARRYING A CONCEALED WEAPON 

UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF ALCOHOL. 

a. No person shall carry a concealed weapon while he 
or she is under the influence of alcoholic liquor or 
controlled substance, or a combination of alco¬ 
holic liquor and a controlled substance. 

b. A person found under the influence of alcoholic 
liquor with a bodily alcohol content of .10 or more 
grams per 100 milliliters of blood, or 210 liters of 
breath, or 67 milliliters of urine, or a controlled 
substance, or a combination of alcoholic liquor 
and a controlled substance, is guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor punishable by imprisonment for not more 
than 93 days, or $100, or both. The Court shall 
additionally order the Concealed Weapon 
Licensing Board that issued the person a license to 
carry a concealed pistol, to permanently revoke 
the license. 

c. A person found to have a bodily alcohol content of 
.08 or more but less than .10 grams per 100 milli¬ 
liters of blood, per 210 liters of breath, or 67 milli¬ 
liters of urine, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by imprisonment for not more than 93 
days or $ 100, or both. The Court may additionally 
order the Concealed Weapon Licensing Board that 
issued the person a license to carry a concealed 
pistol to revoke the license for not more than three 
years. 

d. A person found to have a bodily alcohol content of 
.02 or more but less than .08 grams per 100 milli¬ 
liters of blood, per 210 liters of breath, or 67 milli¬ 
liters of urine, the individual shall be responsible 
for a civil infraction and may be fined not more 
than $ 100. The Court may additionally order the 
Concealed Weapons Licensing Board that issued 
the Concealed Weapons License to revoke the 
license for one year. 

e. This Section does not prohibit an individual 
licensee, pursuant to Public Act 381 of 2000, to 
carry a concealed pistol who has any bodily alco¬ 
hol content from transporting that pistol in the 
Ipcked trunk of his or her motor vehicle or another 
motor vehicle in which he or she is a passenger, 
or, if the vehicle does not have a trunk, from trans¬ 
porting that pistol unloaded in a locked compart¬ 
ment or container that is separate from the ammu¬ 
nition for the pistol or on vessel if the pistol is 
transported unloaded in a locked compartment or 
container that is separated from the ammunition 
for that pistol. 

f. A Peace Officer who has probable cause to believe 
a person is carrying a concealed pistol in violation 
of this Section, may require the person to submit 
to a chemical analysis of his or her breath, blood, 
or urine. 

g. Before a person is required to submit to a chemical 
analysis under Sub-Section (0, the Peace Officer 
shall inform the person of all of the following: 

i. The person may refuse to submit to the chemical 
analysis, but if he or she chooses to do so, all of 
the following apply: 

a. The Officer may obtain a Court Order requir¬ 
ing the person to submit to a chemical analy¬ 
sis. 

b. The refusal may result in his or her license to 
carry a concealed pistol being suspended or 
revoked. 

ii. If the person submits to the chemical analysis, he 
or she may obtain a chemical analysis described in 
Sub-Section (f) above, from a person of his or her 
own choosing. 

h. If a person refuses to take a chemical test autho¬ 
rized under this Section, the Peace Officer shall 
promptly report the refusal, in writing, to the 
Concealed Weapon Licensing Board that issued 
the license to the person to carry a concealed pis¬ 
tol. 

i. If a person takes a chemical test authorized under 
this Section and the test results indicate that the 
person had any bodily alcohol content while carry¬ 
ing a concealed pistol, the Peace Officer shall 
promptly report the violation, in writing, to the 
Concealed Weapon Licensing Board that issued 
the license to the person to carry a concealed pis¬ 
tol. 

Sec. 20-231. NOTIFICATION OF CARRYING A 
CONCEALED WEAPON. 

a. An individual who is licensed to carry a concealed 
pistol shall have his or her license to carry that pis¬ 
tol in his or her possession at all times he or she is 
carrying a concealed pistol. 

b. An individual who is licensed to carry a concealed 
pistol shall show both of the following to a peace 
officer upon request by that peace officer: 

i. His or her license to carry a concealed pistol. 

ii. His or her driver license or Michigan personal 
identification card. 
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c. An individual licensed to carry a concealed pistol 
who is stopped by a peace officer shall disclose to 
the peace officer that he or she is carrying a pistol 
concealed upon his or her person or in his or her 
vehicle. 

d. An individual who violates section (a) is responsi¬ 
ble for a civil infraction and may be fined not 
more than $100.00. 

* 

e. An individual who violates section (b) is responsi¬ 
ble for a civil infraction and may be fined as fol¬ 
lows: 

i. For a first offense, by a fine of not more than 
$500.00 or by the individual's license to carry a 
concealed pistol being suspended for 6 months, or 
both. 

ii. For a second or subsequent offense, by a fine of 
not more than $1,000.00 and by the individual's 
license to carry a concealed pistol being revoked. 

Sec. 20-232. PROHIBITION OF CARRYING A CON¬ 
CEALED WEAPON IN CERTAIN PLACES. 

a. An individual who is licensed to carry a concealed 

pistol or, is exempt from licensure for carrying a 
concealed pistol, shall not carry a concealed pistol 
on the premises of any of the following: 

i. A school or school property, except that a parent 
or legal guardian of a student of the school is not 
precluded from carrying a concealed pistol while 
in a vehicle on school property if he or she is 
dropping the student off at the school or picking 
up the child from the school. 

ii. A public or private day care center, public or pri¬ 
vate caring agency, or a public or private child 
placing agency. 

iii. A sports arena or stadium, including the City's 
recreation center. 

iv. A dining room, lounge, or bar area of a premises 
licensed under the Michigan Liquor Control Code. 
This subsection shall not apply to an owner or 
employee of the premises. 

v. Any property or facility owned or operated by a 
church, synagogue, mosque, temple, or other place 
of worship, unless the presiding official or offi¬ 
cials of the church, synagogue, mosque, temple, or 
other place of worship generally permit the carry¬ 
ing of concealed pistols on that property or facili¬ 
ty. 

vi. An entertainment facility that the individual 
knows or should know has a seating capacity of 
2,500 or more individuals or that has a sign above 
each public entrance stating in letters not less than 
1-inch high, a seating capacity of 2,500 or morein- 
dividuals.

‘File on Life’ program 
offered to Inkster residents

Inkster Senior Services, Inc., 
Executive Director Denise Cham¬ 
pagne has been appointed the co¬ 
ordinator of "The File of Life" pro¬ 
gram for the city of Inkster 

Champagne will be coordinat¬ 
ing her efforts with Firefighter 
Bob Roths, President of the Fire 
Fighters' Local 1577. Roths will 
serve as Public Relations Admin¬ 
istrator for the program. 

The 'File of Life' is a mini-med¬ 
ical history card that fits in a mag¬ 
netized red plastic folder. The 
folder is then easily attached to a 
refrigerator or any other object for 
visibility. 

EMS emergency or police per¬ 
sonnel are trained to look for the 
life-saving information which con¬ 
tains the citizen's medical history. 

Like most great ideas, the "File 
of Life" is simple and effective. 
But the citizens must file his med¬ 
ical history in order for it to work. 

Although "File of Life" has been 
successfully implemented in 28 
states, it's a relatively new idea for 
the Inkster community. 
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"File of Life" was 
selected because it 
will be beneficial to 
citizens in the 
City of Inkster. 


At this time residents of Wayne 
County are eligible to register for 
the service. 

The program is targeting senior 
citizens and those individuals 
with chronic diseases or other 
health problems. 

Champagne explained the ten¬ 
tative plans. 

'We plan to register residents 
in the senior buildings first After¬ 
wards we will address the needs 
of seniors who reside in their own 
homes. We hope to register every¬ 
one who wishes to be included in 
this very vital program." 

The program benefits individu¬ 
als, hospital emergency staff, law 


enforcement officials and emer¬ 
gency rescue teams in the follow¬ 
ing ways: Easy access to potential¬ 
ly life-saving information; Faster 
help for citizens in case of emer¬ 
gencies; Instant knowledge of 
medical history of a patient; 
Treatment may begin at once; and 
peace of mind. 

The TRIAD/S.A.L.T. Council 
(Seniors and Law Enforcement 
Together) is spearheading the lo¬ 
cal project An initial meeting was 
held recently at Thompson Tow¬ 
ers, which was sponsored by the 
Wayne County Sheriff, Robert A 
Ficano. 

TRIAD is a program that in¬ 
volves law enforcement and older 
Americans. The focus is deter¬ 
mined by both assessing the needs 
of the particular community.
